,Ocean Springs Denies Report. 

There are eighteen cases of supposed 
yellow fever at Ocean Springs, Miss., and 
three at Biloxi, which is immediately op- 
posite it on the other side of Biloxi bay, 
and only two miles distant. These are 
all the cases known to exist anywhere 
on the gulf coast. The inspectors of the 
Louisiana board of health will examine the 
other towns on Mississippi sound and will 
withdraw the quarantine against them if 
they are found to be healthy. Eut the 
quarantine will be kept up against Ocean 
Springs and Biloxi. 

It is now clearly established that a ma- 
jority of the 600 persons in Ocean Springs 
who are or have been sick there suffered 
from the dengue and not yellow fever, 
and it is this confusion which allowed 
yellow “jack’’ to slip in. The prelimiaary 
Symptoms of the two diseases—chills, fev- 
er, depression, headache and weakness— 
are the same, although one disease is 
very mild and the other very malignant. 

Tnere were not over sixty cases of gen- 
uine yellow fever, it is thought, and all 
of the twelve deaths are attributable to 
that disease. When the yellow fever slip- 
ped in, and the first New Orleams experts 
examined the malady and pronounced it 
dengue—they probably saw and examined 
only cases of dengue. 

Indeed the Ocean Springs people _ still 
deny the existemce of yellow fever there 
and held a violent indignation meeting to- 
day, at which all the local oilticials were 
present and denounced the board of health 
of Leuisiana, Alabama and Mississippi and

for declaring the epidemic yellow fever. 

A complete cordon of armed quarantine 
guards now surround the town on the land 
side, while the steamer New York, belong- 
ing to the Mississippi board of health, pa- 
trols the seaport to prevent both running 
into or out of town. 

The Mississippi board of health is satis- 


fled that the fever came in from the Unit- 


ed States quarantine station at Ship island, 
which is twelve miles distant. The board 
has frequently protested against the sta- 
tion as a° menace +o the entire gulf coast. 

Governor MoLaurin asked the secretary 
of the treasury to abolish it only as a 
port some time ago as dangerous, but the 
request was refused. 

The matter will be taken up by the Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Alabama boards of 
health and laid before the secretary, 
if he refuses to remove the station, it will 
be carried to congress, and the representa- 
tives from these states will ask that he 
be ordered to close up this dangerous 
quarantine. 

No means exist for keeping the fishermen 
and bumboatmen from visiting the in- 
fected ships, and a sailor or passenger on 
one of these ships can easily land without 
examination or investigation. There is al- 
so some disposition to protest against the 
Florida quarantine station at Tampa as 
lax and insufficient.

that there is not a suspicious case tn New 
Orleans. In spite of this, however, in con- 
sequence of the death“of young Ge!pi, who 
came here from Ocean Springs, Galveston, 

Mobile, Vicksburg and numerous other 
points have quarantined against New Or- 
leans. 

Some persons exposed came 
Orleans from the Mississippi gulf coast 
yesterday and quite a panic prevailed, 
mainly over the fear that they would be 
bottled up in the small seaside towns by 
quarantine, but the scare is now over. 

This official statement was sent to the 
Associated Press tonight: 


‘“‘New Orleans, September 7.—The boara 
of health has withdrawn quarantine re- 
strictions against ail points on the gull 
coast, upon certificate trom its own health 
officers of non-existence of suspicious fe- 
ver, excepting Ocean Springs and Biloxi. 

‘“‘New Orleans has had but one case, im- 
ported from Ocean Springs. The patient 
died, and proper precautions have been 
taken against any infection. Careful] in- 
spection today in this city showed the ex- 
istence of no suspicious cases. (Signed) 
S. R. Oliphant, Pres.dent State Board of 
Health; W. CC. Flower, Mayor City of New 
Orleans.”’

MOBILE’S CAMP OF DETENTION. 


All Travelers from Coast Points Are 
Stopped. 

Mobile, Ala., September 7.—Every precau- 
tion has been taken today to guard against 
the introduction of fever into Mobile. Rigid 
quarantine has been established by 
land and water and half a dozen persons 
who got in before quarantine arrangements 
were completed have been sent to detention 
camp, located fifteen miles west on the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. 

At this camp also are detained all trav- 
elers who come from coast points or from 
New Orleans. They must remain ten days 
in quarantine. No train crews are allowed 
to come into town. 

A close examination by the physicians 
here enable the board of health to say pos- 
itively that there is no case of a suspicious 
nature in Mobile. 

Marine Hospital Surgeon Murray will be 
here tonight and has arranged to leave 
in the morning with fifty trusty men for 
Ocean Springs to:form a cordon around the 
place and to confine and stamp out the dis- 
ease there as the marine hosp‘tal service 
did to the fever at Brunswick, Ga. 


SELMA WATCHING THE TRAINS. 


Hasn’t Had Yellow Fever for Years 
and Doesn’t Want It. 

Selma, Ala., September 7.—(Special.)— 
The county of Dallas and the city of Sel- 
ma today established a rigid quarantine 
against Ocean Springs. 

The city has not been visited by the yel- 
low fever for forty odd years and many 
believe that it could not now prevail here. 

Every train entering the city is being 
closely watched by officers and suspects 
will be kept at detention stations on each 
line of road. 

Greenville, Ala., September 7.—(Special.)— 
Greenville has quarantined against Ocean 
Springs, New Orleans and all other in-

GOVERNMENT WILL DO ITS PART

HOUSES DESTROYED 


Explosions in a Gas Well at Cygnet, 
Ohio, Causes Great Excitement. 


NITRO-GLYCERIN CAUSED IT 


Men at Work Let It Down in the 
Well. 


GAS IGNITED WITH TERRIBLE ROAR 


Human Beings Were Thrown in the 
Air and Killed and Building 
Splintered.

Cygnet, ©., September 7.—An explosion of 
nitroglycerin occurred here this afternoon 
which resulted in the death of six people 
whose names are known and several whose 
Names are at present unknown. 

The killed who are known are: 

SAM BARBER, 

ALLEN FALLS. 

JOHN THOMPSON. 

CHARLES BARTLE. 

JACK LANSDALE.

The explosion occurred at Grant well, 
located at the rear of the National Supply 
Company’s #ffice building, “fn the village 
limits. This well had just been shot by 
Samuel Barber, the shooter for the Ohio 
and Indiana Torpedo Company. 

The well wags a ‘‘gasser’’ and when the 
1% quarts of glycerin were let down into 
it it exploded, the gas igniting, and with 
a roar the flames shot high above the 
derrick. 

As soon as the drillers saw the flames 
several climbed into the derrick to shut off 
the gas, but they had hardly got there 
when there was a teriffic explosion. The 
burning gas had starfed the remaining 
glycerin in the empty Cans standing in a 
wagon near the derrick. 

In another wagon near by were 
containing another 120 quarts of the stuff 
and this was started by the force of the 
first explosion. 

The second was blended with the first 
in a mighty roar, and the town and gur- 
rounding country for miles trembdled from 
the shock. 

The National Supply Company's office 
was completely demolished and nothing re- 
mained but a big hole where the wagon 
stood. There is not a whole pane of glass 
in any window in the town and every 
house and store was shaken. 

Who the other killed are cannot be learn- 
ed now, owing to the excitement. The dam- 
age to the Ohio Oil Company will amount 
to $3,600. 

Eight buildings are a total wreck and 
many others damaged. The town has a 
population of about 1,200. 

Many bystandefs were wounded.

Missing Wife of J. C. Pritchett Turns 
Up in Columbus, 


SHE TELEPHONES-CHIEF MANLY

‘Let My Husband Go,” Is Her Sug- 
gestion to the Police. 


PRITCHETT WAS CHARGED WITH UXORCIDE 


Police Thought He Had Killed His 
Wife and Buried Her in the 
‘Woods Near Atlanta. 


The telephone bell at Chief Manly’s res- 


idence rang violently last night about 8 
o'clock. 

In a few minutes there came a voice 
from Columbus—a female voice. It was the 
voice of the woman who was supposed to 
be dead and for the dgath of whom her 
husband was being held at the barracks. 

“TT am (Mrs. Janie Pritchett,’’ said the 
voice. “I see by The Cénstitution that my 
husband has been arrested for killing me.”’ 

“‘Yes."’ replied the chief, ‘“‘we have J. 
C. Pritchett wnder arrest, and we thought 
he made away with ydu in some _ foul 
manner.” f 

**Well,’’ voice at the Co- 
lumbus end of the wire, “you might as 
well turn that man loose, for I am the 
woman supposed to be dead, and I am just 
as live as you;or anybody else.” 

Mrs. Pritchett then went on to tell the 
chief that she was coming back to Atlanta 
this morning, and asked him to get the 
two little boys:and Kéep them until she 
returned. 

It was those two little fellows which made 
her so anxious to let the officers know that 
she was alive. 

A short while afterwards the chief of 
police of Columbus sent a telegram to Chief 
Manly saying that the Pritchett woman 
was in that city. This satisfied Chief Manly 
that the lost woman had been found, and 
he instructed Captain Thompson to turn 
Pritchett loose. ; 

Pritchett was brought out of his cell. 

“Your wife has been found,’ said Cap- 
tain Thompson to him. 

“Oh, now,” said Pritchett, 
be joking.”’ 

“No,” replied the-captain, “I am not 
joking, or I wouldn’t have brought you 
out of here.’’ 

‘Where is she?’ asked the man, 

The prisoner was told he could go if he 
would promise to come’to the police court 
this afternoon, there being a city case 
against him for trying to get another man 
to shoot a negro. 

Captain Thompson s@ys that this is not 
the first time that Prigehett has been under 
suspieion of having’ kiied his wife. Once 
before, in Currolil county, the body of a 
dead woman was found in a creek, and as 
Pritchett’'s wife had disappeared, it was 
thought he was guilty of murder. The dead 
woman, however, was identified before he 
was prosecuted. 

Mrs. Pritchett will arrive in Atlanta this 
morning. She will join her husband and 
children and the family will resume its 
travels through the country.

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PRITCHETT DID TRY TO KILU HER 


Story Told by His Wife to Her Rela- 
tives. 


Columbus, Ga., September 7.—(Spectal.)—_ 


Mrs, J. C. Pritchett, wife of the horsetrader 
who was jailed in Atlanta, suspected of 
having murdered her, is alive and is in 
this city. She came here two weeks ago 
from Atlanta, from whence she fled, she 
Says, to escape brutal treatment and pos- 
sible death at the hands of her husband. 
She is the guest of relatives in this city. 
The news of Pritchett’s arrest was a great 
surprise to his wife and her relatives here. 
Mrs. Pritchett says that sne will go to 
Atlanta and get her twochildren. It 1s her 
present intention not to live with her hus- 
band any longer. Mrs. Prichett is stop- 
ping with the family of John Howard, in 
the northern part of the city. When a 
Constitution representative called at the 
house tonight she had gone off with the 
intention of wiring the Atlanta authorities 
of her existence. 
Here is the story of Mrs. Pritchett as she 
related it to relatiyes here and as they re- 
lated it tonight. Her husband treated her 
very cruelly. He was often under the in- 
fluence of drink. In the night when she was 
supposed to have been murdered, when the 
family was camped on the vutshirts of At- 
lanta, and when two pistol shots were 
heard in their direction, Pritchett really did 
attempt to take her Ife, but did not suc- 
ceed. He was drinking at the time. Pritch- 
ett asked one of his little boys to bring him 
his pistol The boy obeyed, but fearing 
danger took all but two cartridges from 
the pistol. | 
The man shot at Mrs. Pritchett, but she 
divining his- intention jumped behind a 
tree and the bullet missed her. Afterwards 
he shot at her by the side of the wagon 
and this time the bullet went through her 
hat. She then ran under some bushes and 
hid. Because the children would not tell 
him where their mother was the father 
beat them. The mother stood this as long 
as she could and she then rushed out 


and struck Pritchett with a stick, forcing | 


him to stop. Realizing that her life was in 
more danger than ever then, she ran away. 
Fortunately, she had a litth money and 
with this she came to Columbus. The cuou- 
ple resided here last fall. Mrs. Pritchett 
is the daughter of William Carden, a well- 
to-do citizen of Wetumpka, Ala. He strong- 
ly objected to the marriage, it is said. 


WARRANT FOR DODSON’S ARREST

DRATH AND PERRY 
TO MEET AT NOON 


“T Will Meet Death Brayely,’’ He Said 
Last Night. 


TELLS HIS CHILDREN GOODBY 


Sad Scene at the Last Parting at the 
Jail. 


WAS. PERRY TO 60 TO DECATUR 


She Will Be with Her Husband to the 
End, but Will Not See the Hang- 
ing—Talks of Coming Death. 


Just a few minutes before 12 o’clock to- 
day Sheriff Austin, of DeKalb county, will 
pull the trigger that will drop H. 8. Perry 
into eternity. 

Perry will be carried to Decatur on the 
Georgia railroad train that leaves here at 
6:15 ‘o’clock this morning. He will be 
placed in his old cell in the jail there until 
the time for his execution and then he will 
be carried to the gallows and hanged. 

The drop will fall before noon. By half- 
past 12 o’clock Perry will be in his coffin 
and will be turned over to the relatives. 

True to the last Mrs. Perry will go to 
Decatur and stay with her husband until 
he ig hanged. She has promised to stay 
with him until the very last moment, but 
she will not see the drop fali that will 
make her a widow. 

Diessed in a neat black suit Perry will 
go on the gallows cheerful and unmoved. 

‘“‘T will die bravely,’ he said last night. 

Cool, nervy and smiling, he looked as if 
re spoke the truth when he said those 
words. With a pleasant smile on his face 
he talked of the tragedy that comes today. 
The exhibition of nerve was wonderful. 
Only when he spoke of the parting with 


Then he spoke in tender tones and tears 
gathered in his eyes. 

“I don't dread it a bit.’’ he said, while 
he looked up through the bars into the 
reporter's face. “It's mot such a_ hard 
thing to die, and I can’t see why anyone 
should fear death.’’ 

Was Extremely Cool. 

Perry’s whole demeanor impressed one 
with an utter fearlessness, but not with in- 
difference. He does not seem callous or 
hardened to his situation. He seems to 
nealize his position and to feel it keenly, 


disregard of pain and death that makes 
him seem careless and unconcerned. 

With a most business-like air Perry 
talked of the arrangements for his funeral. 

“My remains will be carried to Auburn, 
Ga., tomorrow directly after I am dead. 
Several of my friends are here to take my 
body. My wife’s father has already bought 
the burial case and will have it at Decatur 
ready for me. 

‘T told him to get an inexpensive coffin, 
as I thought my wife and children would 
need the money more after I am gone than 
I will. He has bought a very nice case 


and has made every arrangement about 
a nica suit of clothes. 

“I will be buried at Appalachee church, 
near Auburn, Ga. No, that isn’t the 
family burying ground, but it is my. wife’s 
family cemetery. My family cemetery is 
at Winder, but to tell you the truth I have 
never fancied the cemetery there, ag the 
graves were crowded too thick before it 
was enlarged. As my wife is going to Au- 
burn to live with her father for some time, 
I will have my body carried there and 
buried with her people. 

Talks of Goodbyes. 

“IT don’t know whether my wife will go 
up on the train with my remains or not. 
I am afraid that it will Bé more than she 
oan bear,. although she has stood up 
bravely so far. I will be buried Thursday. 

“{ have told my brothers goodby. John 
told me goodby this afternoon and left for 
Gwinnett on the 4 o’clock train.

“IT have seen my children for the last 
time, all except the oldest boy. I hated to 
part with them and it was more than l 
could stand. I had prayed God to give me 
strength to bear it, but when I saw the 
little ones going away out of my sight for- 
ever I broke down. Before I parted with 
them I begged them to always be good and 
truthful. I told them to be honest and I 
asked them to think of me as one who 
died te protect their mother’s honor. 

“My wife and the oldest boy will see me 
tomorrow before I am hanged. 

What He’ll Do on the Gallows. 

“I will pray for every one when I am on 
the gallows. I will tell every one that I 
killed Lanier because he mistreated my 
wife, which is the truth so help me God. I 
have no ill feelings toward anyone. I love 
every one. I am praying a great deal and 
am praying for everybody. I hope that I 
will go straight to heaven and I want to 
meet everyone there. I read my Bible and 
pray and sing all of the time. 

“Sleep? yes I think I will sleep. IT am 
going to lie down about 12 o'clock and I 
will sleep soundly until my regular waking 
hour. I am not disturbed at the thought 
that I will die tomorrow. Everyone has to 
die some time and I had as well die to- 
morrow as any time. I know I have not 
‘ved as near right as I should, but I was 
raised a Christian man and there is noth- 
ing in my life of which I am ashamed. 

“Do I regret that I killed Lanier? No, 
I can’t say that I do. I am sorry because 
of the sorrow and misfortune it has 
brought on my wife and children. I be- 
lievo that if I had the same provocation 
my feelings would be beyond my control 
and I would do the same thing again. I 
am innocent of all crime, for what I did 
was to protect my wife. She knows and 
God knows that I am innocent and some 
time the worid will know that I was justi- 
fied in killing Lanier.’’ 

Was Reading His Bible. 

When the reporter left Perry at 14 o'clock 
the prisoner resumed his Lible reading. 
By his side was a smail hymn book.

Misdemeanor Convicts Released 
from Private Captivity, 


SUME CAMPS NOW DISBANDED 


Ina Short Time the legal Business 
Will Be Entirely Effaced, 


COUNTY OFFICERS PUT ON NOTICE 


If They Do Not Obey the Orders“of the 
Court They Will Be Liable to 
Punishment for Contempt. 
Some of the Cases in 
Point.* 


The judges who have been entrusted with 
the duty of breaking up the private misde- 
meanor convict camps are doing their work 
well! 

From every section of the state the in- 
formation comes that the superior and 
county courts are making rigid investiga- 
tions of the question which has been 
forced on their attention by Governor At- 
kinson, and wherever it has been shown 
that county officers have violated the jaw 
in disposing of misdemeanor convicts the 
judges of the district concerned have 
promptly given evidence of their willing- 
ness to aid the governor in bis work of re- 
form. . 

Already nearly one-third of the counties 
which have hitherto disposed of their mis- 
demeanor convicts in violation of the law 
have certified their intention to inaugurate 
the good work of reform at once. 

Judge P. P. Proffitt, of the eity court of 
Elberton, yesterday passed .an order of 
much importance in this Hine. It decreed 
that the misdemeanor convicts now held by 
B. H. Heard and R. D. Calloway in Wilkes 
county, be turned over to the sheriff of El- 
bert county for future disposition. His or- 
der in full is as follows: 

“In pursuance of executive Instructions 
this day received from the governor of the 
State it_is hereby orderea that all convicts 
heretofore convicted’ in’ the city court of 
Elberton and ah convicts heretofore econ- 
victed in the city court of Elbert 
county, and now under sentence 
from either of said courts who are 
confined in the private camps of B. 
Heard, located in the county of Elbert, or 
in the private camp of R. D. Calloway, 
located in the county of Wilkes, be imme- 
diately taken in custody by the sheritf of 
Elbert county, and he is hereby ordered to 
take immediate possession of such convicts 
and to carry them to the fail of said eoun- 
ty of Elbert, and there confine and safely 
keep them until they are placed in a chain- 
gang on the public works or otherwise le- 
gally disposed of in accordance with the 
laws of the state and the sentence of the 
court in each case, and it is further ordered 
that said B. H. Heard and said R. D. Cal- 
loway deliver up said convicts to. said 
sheriff of Elbert county for the purpose of 
the executive instructions, based upon the 
fact that such imprisonment of private 
camps {s contrary to the laws of the siate 
and not in conformity with the sentence of 
the court.”’ 

At the’ same time thas: the judge in El- 
bert county was ordering the release of the 
convicts illegally detained in Wilkes coun- 
ty, the Wilkes county ofticials were meet- 
ing to take a hand in the good work of re- 
form for themselves. The board of com- 
missioners of roads and revenues of Wilkes 
county met in Washington yesterday and 
took hold of the convict question without 
gloves: They recognized the illegality of 
leasing to private parties and proceeded at 
once to the consideration of the question 
as to how best to dispose of them in ac- 
cordance with, the law. It was finally or- 
dered that a county chain gang be estab- 
tished, with guards and regular equipment, 
and that the gang be put to work upon the 
public roads of Wilkes county. 

It was further ordered that Colonel R. D. 
Calloway be instructed to turn over to the 
county commissioners al! the misdemeanor 
convicts now in his charge and the clerk 
of the board was directed to file an appli- 
cation in ten adjoining counties for the 
lease of misdemeanor convicts. This 
means that Wilkes county not only has use 
for all of her own convicts on the public 
roads, but that she can profitably employ 
many of those leased to her by neighboring 
courts. 

Wilkes county already has one of the best 
systems of working on public roads that 
obtains in the entire state. For the past 
four or five years the county has 
$8,000 annually in such public improvements, 
and the citizens stand to continues 
such an appropriation. Elbert 
thorpe counties have recentiy made appli- 
cation for copies of the road laws of 
Wilkes county, and it is 
that they contemplate 
methods.

Prosecution in the Murder Trial in Macon 
Takes New Turn, 


| INSULTED WOMAN’S CAREER 


Witnesses Testify About Her Elope- 
ment with an Old Sweetheart. 


REID DISGUISED HIMSELF AND FOLLOWED 


Defendant’s Statement to the Jury--Re- 
lates How He Killed Halstead 
and Why He Did It. 


Macon, Ga., September 7.—(Special.)—The 
Reid trial today was sensational] to a de- 
gree. The courtroom was crowded again 
this morning, and those present were pre- 
pared to see and hear something out of the 
ordinary. 

The main feature of the morning was 
Reid’s statement. He talked coolly and 
many thought too carelessly of the terrl- 
ble tragedy. At times he would give his 
statement much emphasis. His explana- 
tion of his deed was ‘‘ I was a mad man,” 
But if. Reid was full of sp'rit ata! resent- 
ment on the night that he hunted Hal- 
stead up and shot him down, he was the 
reverse today. ‘He clearly shows the ef- 
fect of several months’ confinement, and 
he seems broken in both heaith and g6pir- 
its. 

Both (Mrs. Halstead and Mrs. Reid sob- 
bed bitterly while Reid was making his 
statement, but the latter seemed oblivious 
to all save the jury, to whom 
his side of the case in the most forcible 
manner of which he was capable. 

Reid's statement was that on the after- 
noon of the day of the murder his wife 
and.a little boy went to the circus. Later 
in the afternoon his wife came to him at 
The Telegraph office and threw her arms 


| sent to visit the above named maces, and 
that she had relatives in these places 
whom she visited. Reid married his wife 
in March, 1895, and the visits were made 
by Mrs. Reid six weeks later. 

Mattie Lumpkin, a colored chambermaid 
at the Madison hotel. was introduced by 
the state to show that Mrs. Reid and 
John Redd occupied a room in the hotel 
together one day at Madison in 18%, but 
the evidence was not allowed by the 
court.

purpose he desired it. 

It is presumed this purpose was to spend 
the money in tracking his wife. Re:d and 
his wife formerly boarded with T. kK. Lit- 
tle. Little testified that after Reid had 
returned to Macon from the search for 
his wife, and his-wife had also returned, 
Reid informed him that he had ascer- 
tained that his suspicions concerning’ his 
wife were groundless and that he had 
satisfied himself that his wife was abso- 
lutely true to him. Ever since then and 
during the past two years he and his wife 
have been devoted and two children have 
been born to them, one of whom is only 
two weeks old. 

The defense introduced no testimony 
whatever and contented itself in allowing 
the prisoner to make his statement. This 
will allow the defense the closing argument 
before the jury. 

The state finished its testimony this af- 
ternoon shortly before 6 o'clock. Argu- 
ment will be commenced in the morning 
at 9 o’clock by C. A. Turner for the de- 
fense.

Dr. Guiteras Talks.

Dr. Guiteras was asked if, from wnat he 
has seen in the papers, he could form any 
opinion as to whether or not the fever is 
yellow fever. He stated that he could not 
in justice to the people of the infected cities 
form any opinion or express one until he 
arrived on the scene. 

He said that as s90n as he examined one 
of the sick persons at Ocean Springs he 
would be able to tell whether or not it is 
yellow fever. He said there is very littls 
similarity between genuine yellow fever and 
dengue and: that the two could easily ke 
tcld apart. 

May Not Last Long. 

“Tf the fever has just broken out,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘wre will be able to check it very 
easily. Of course I do not know how long 
it has been going on. The year was 
far advanced that I did think we 
would have yellow and was 
somewhat surprised to hear of it.” 

He said he supposed that the reason there 
had been trouble about positively identify- 
ing the fever was because there has been 
so little of it on the gulf coast lately that 
the are not entirely familiar 
with it. 

Immediately on his arrival Dr. Guiteras 
will wive a report to the government offi- 
cilals under whose directions he is going 
to Ocean Springs. He will tell the exact 
situation in this report. 

He will remain there until some time in 
October and will begin active work toward 
stamping out the dread disease. He will 
examine the suspicious cases and will es- 
tablish camps of probation at the infected 
cities. At these camps persons who desire 
to leave will be allowed to remain for ten 
days and if they are not sick at the end 
of that time they will be allowed to pro- 
ceed.

The efforts of Governor Atkinson to 
vindicate the maiesty of the law by 
abolishing the illegal convict camps are 
meeting with noteworthy success. The 
judges of the courts in all parts cf the 
state where the law is violated are be- 
ginning to co-operate with him, and, al-

though a reform of this nature cannot 
be put in operation in a day, it will be 
no long time now before these special 
violc ions of the law will come to ah 
end. 

Public sentiment is a unit in this mat- 
ter. In all the state there is only one 
newspaper laying claim to any proml- 
nence or influence that favors the di- 
rect violation of the law and upholis

Nothing that Governor Atkinson has 
ever done will win for him more lasting 
fame as a wise executive than the 
prompt and firm manner in which he has 
gone about enforcing a law that has 
been violated.

The property owners of Whitehall 
street, between the junction of Forsyth 
and the Central railroad, now have an 
opportunity to make that avenue, with- 
out cost to them, cne of the handsomest 
residence thoroughfares in the city. 

By resolution of the city council, and 
by individual assurance of the board of 
county commissioners, it now seems cer- 
tain that, if the property owners on each 
side cf the street will donate five feet 
of their frontage, the work of widening 
and otherwise improving the street will 
be undertaken jointly by the city and 
the county. In addition to this, the city 
council declares that the street should 
be repaved, or that the present granite 
block paving should be surfaced with 
asphalt—a plan which has been adopted 
by New York and other leading cities. 
and which they find to make the very 
best kind of asphalt paving. The coun- 
cil in specific terms exempts the prop- 
erty owners of the street from the cost 
of this improvement, in consideration 
of their frontage donation of the five 
feet on each side necessary to secure the 
width proposed for the avenue. The 
trees, curbing and sidewalks will be 
removed absolutely without cost to the 
property owners. 

We will now see to what extent the 
property owners may be relied upon in 
bringing about the rehabilitation of the 
avenue. With their consent, the street 
will be improved, and will soon become 
one of the most prominent residence 
thoroughfares of the city. The cost of 
such improvement, if undertaken joint- 
ly by the city and the county, would be 
in the neighborhoed of $50,000: and it 
is for the property owners of the street 
to say whether or not they are willing 
to have their property thus benefited, 
their street improved, their residences 
made more comfortable—and all without 
cost to them.

The Position of Cotton. 

According fo the views of men whose 
experience entitles them to be called 
experts, the statistical position of cot- 
ton is stronger today than it has been 
for many years. In fact, there seems 
to be no conceivable reason why there 
should not be a marked advance in the 
price. 

In the first week of the present cot- 
ton year the visible supply decreased. 
en event that is without parailel. The 
surplus has been almost entirely con- 
sumed. At the same period in 1895 the 
visible supply of American cotton was 
more than 2,000,000 bales. At present 
the supply in sight falls short of a mil- 
lion bales. 

The stock held in Europe must be 
comparatively small, for all of the new 
cotton in sight and some of the old sur- 
plus was absorbed last week. The Amer- 
ican cotton mills are buying from hand 
to mouth. as the saying is, in their ef- 
forts to raise prices, but ft seems to us 
in the very nature of things, that such 
efforts must prove fruitless if, as now 
seems likely, there is an enhanced de- 
mand for cotton goods. 

Moreover, the free movement of the 
crop from Texas, louisiana and a part of

There is, therefore, no reason why the 
price of cotton should not show an early 
and a very material advance. ‘The only 
thing that will prevent will be the lack 
of an increased demand for cotton goods. 
Many of the eastern mills still have 
large stocks of unsold gcods on hand, 
and some of these have been added to 
by the anticipation of higher prices 
caused by the tariff. Thus far, cot- 
ton goods have made no material re- 
sponse to tariff legislation nor to the 
increased and increasing symptoms of 
prosperity. When the response does 
come, The Constitution hopes and be- 
lieves that the price of the southern 
staple will rise. 

All the conditions, except the demand 
for cotton goods, justify the rise, and if 
the symptoms of prosperity are as sub- 
stantial as they now seem to be,this de- 
mand is sure to come, and that within 
a very short time. The prosperity of 
the south depends in a great measure 
on the cotton crop, and we believe that 
a due share of the improvement visible 
in other lines will make itself felt in 
the cotton market. 
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Atlanta’s Immunity from an Epidemic 
Atlanta’s experience in the past as- 
sures us that the city has nothing to 
fear from the yellow fever epidemic 
which is putting out its danger: signals 
in other localities, so long as our streets 
are kept in good condition and the nat- 
ural purity of the atmosphere which be- 
longs to this favored region is uncon- 
taminated by local influences. 

Out of abundant caution other cities 
have found it necessary to adopt quar: 
antine measures in order to_ protect 
themselves from invasion from the 
dread disease, but it behooves Atlanta 
simply to inquire into the condition of 
her streets and to assure herself that 
every nook and corner of the city is 
cleanly swept. If this precaution is 
observed it will suffice to protect the 
city from all danger arising from yel- 
low fever. 

Atlanta has enjoyed singular exemp- 
tion from the plagues which have de- 
vastated other towns and cities; and 
instead of closing her gates upon refu- 
gees from plague-smitten districts she 
has always thrown them wide open in 
gracious hospitality. Isolated cases of 
yellow fever, smallpox and other con- 
tagious maladies have made their ap- 
pearance in Atlanta from time to time; 
but in-each instance they were brought 
into the city from other places and never 
once have they assumed, or even threat- 
ened to assume, the proportions of a 
scourge. This immunity from conta- 
gidus diseases which Atlanta has always 
enjoyed, is due, in some measure, to the 
hich altitude of the city. Scattered over 
the foothills of the Blue Ridge at a dis- 
tance of 1,200 feet above the level of 
the sea, it naturally follows that the at- 
mosphere which envelops these foothills 
is singularly pure and wholesome. In: 
stead of holding out a standing invita- 
tion to disease germs, as some atmos- 
pheres do, it erects a viewless wall of de- 
fense about the city and securly pro- 
tects it from all invasion. 

But this is not the only cause of At- 
lanta’s immunity. Without the least 
taint of exaggeration, it may be said 
that Atlanta is one of the cleanest cities 
in the United States. 

In view of these considerations, it is 


precautions in dealing with the yellow 
fever at this time as she has taken in 
past years. Without delay our city au- 
thorities should proceed at once to order 
a thorough inspection of the streets, al- 
leys and basements of the city, and to 
see that every nook and corner within 
its limits is swept as it should be. If 
this precaution is observed it will be un- 
necessary to close our gates upon yellow 
fever refugees; and, without incurring 
the least risk, Atlanta can afford to give 
shelter to every one who seeks the pro- 
tection of her walls. First of all, how- 
ever, it devolves upon our local author- 
ities to see that the city is put in proper 
sanitary condifion.

The condition of the misdemeanor con- 
vVicts in Georgia who, according to In- 
spector Byrd's report, have in many in- 
stances been inhumanly treated, demands 
immediate attention, and it is gratifying 
to note that Governor Atkinson has very 
promptly taken the matter in hand without 
waiting for the coming session of the leg- 
islature. The governor states that the 
courts have been responsible for violations 
of the law in permitting misdemeanor con- 
victs to be sold or leased to private parties, 
and he calls upon them to correct these 
evils at once. It is a notorious fact that 
the misdemeanor convicts in some counties 
have been sold outright to private parties 
for the price of the fine and costs assessed 
against them, and the proceeds has been 
divided up between the officers of the 
courts. The Morning News sometime ago 
called attention to just such a case as this 
in a neighboring county, in which there had 
been apparently an unjust conviction and a 
twelve months’ sentence imposed upon a 
regro simply for the purpose of selling 
him out for that period for the money that 
private parties were willing to pay for his 
services. In such cases as this it would 
appear that there is a graver crime on the 
part of the court officials than on the part 
of the criminal himself.

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ZIMMERMAN COMES 
10 SMASH RECORDS 


World’s Speediest Cyclist Will Race 
Against Time Thursday. 


LOCAL RECORDS MAY DROP 


His Adimrers Say He Will Ride at a 
1:50 Clip. 


INTERESTING RACES HAVE BEEN ANNOUNCED 


Walthour, Repine, Chapman and El- 
liott Will Be in the Big Event 
Thursday Night. 


The greatest bicycle rider in the world 
will arrive in Atlanta today when Arthur 
Zimmerman comes in from Memphis. 
There may be other riders who can now 
spin off a mile faster than “Zimmy,” but 
there never was and never will be a rider 
who will make the success of racing that 
Zimmerman has. People will flock to. the 
park Thursday night just to see Zimmer- 
man because it is human nature to want 
to look at a man who can do any one 
thing better than anybody else in the 
world. 

Zimmerman has beaten so many riders 
on the track that he will not race against 
them any more, and whenever he can be 
persuaded to get astride his wheel now 
it is only to see how fast. he can make it 
go, and old father time is all that he 
will race against. Thursday night he will 
show the Atlanta people how fast a mile 
and a half can be made on the coliseum 
track. So far the fastest mile ever made 
on the lIccal track was made by Con 
Baker in 2:04 1-5 and the fastest half mile 
was made by Begt Repine in .58. But Zim- 
merman will undoubtedly cut both of these 
down considerably. In the mile there will 
be three tandems to pace him, each one 
going two laps, and the boys. are practicing 
hard to make it as fast for him as they 
can, but it is not likely that they will 
worry Zimmy much, and those who have 
been watching say that the mile will be 
run in time very close to 1:30, if not in 
that time. It will be like flying to see a 
man dash round that track at such a clip, 
and it will be the first time that anything 
like it has ever been seen in Atlanta. 
There is no telling how fast the half 
mile will be made, but it is certain that 
one will have to keep their eyes going 
round in a rapid circle to follow the rider 
as he spins around the track

Arother event of interest on the pro- 
gramme will be the open professional race, 
in which Bob Walthour, Bert Repine, John 
Chapman and Amy Elliott will be the star 
entries. It will be the first time that El- 
liott has been in a race against Walthour. 
and as there are a great many in the 
city who claim to believe that he is the 
rider who will finally beat Walthour, it 
will be interesting to see how he stands 
now. Then again both Repine and Chap- 
man are very, very anxious to beat Bob 
out and become the star, and they will 
both do their best to win. Chapman was 
badly bunged up when he was in the four- 
cornered race and really should not be 
judged by his performance in that event. 
He is in fine shape now and is confident 
that he can win out Thursday night. Re- 
pine came so near to winning out in the 
last race that he went against Bob that 
he has been working hard to see if he 
could not improve a little more and beat 
Walthour. They all know that the man 
who can overthrow Walthour here 
on his own dunghill can make 
all the money he wants, and 
while they all like Bob, they all make 
their living by riding, and they want to 
get some of the money that Walthour 
is making so rapidly. 

Al Weinig and Eli Winesett, who will be 
remembered as being here when the cir- 
cuit first opened, will also be in the race 
and as they have both been making fine 
records since they left here, one of them 
may succeed fn getting away from .Wal- 
thour. 

Thé amateur race will be half a mile 
instead of a mile, which will be much 
better. and there will only be two heats 
in this race.

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BIBLE AS A TEXT 
BOOK DISCUSSED 


There Are Many Who Object to Its 
Introduction in the Schools. 


NO BIBLE IS _ UNIVERSAL 


Protestant Bible Would Offend Roman 
Catholics. 


NONE WOULD SUIT ALL REEDS 


Interesting Views from Prominent At- 
lantians Are Given as an In- 
dex Finger. 


It is probable that there will be no Bib‘’e 
text book taught in the public schools, al- 
though the members of the board of edu- 
cation and the ministers of the city agree 
that there should be some moral training 
given to the pupils. 

The difficulty arises, they say, 
book or textbook has to be chosen. They 
cannot use King James’s version of the 
Bible, because it would not coincide with 
the beliefs of the Catholics and the Jews, 
adarge number of whom are in the schools. 

lt was suggested that the board adapt 
Dr. Hillyer’s book, which was a moral 
study of the Bibie. This, however, con- 
tained certain things that would not be 
acceptable to the Catholics. They made

The opinons of the ministers of the city 
are very varied. They each are willing for 
the adoption of the Bible, if it is used as 
prescribed by their church The members 
of the board of education will not adopt 
any system of moral training that is not 
in accord with all the doctrines of all the 
religious beliefs represented in the schools, 

Judge Van Epps’s Views. 

Judge Van Epps said yesterday. 

‘Tl do not think religious instruction as 
such should be attempted in the public 
schools. The schooltax is raised by a uni- 
form levy on every s¢ct of relig:onisis, with- 
out distinction of creed. To force people 
of diverse views on this subject to submit 
their children to a course of instruction 
contrary to the convictions of their own 
consciences would be a harsh act of tyran- 
ny and I do not think any member of the 
board wiil vote for such a proposition. 

“Our schools are for the pecple and 
to propagate the tenets of any religious 
sect. I had hoped by a sort of unanimous 
consent we might introduce some sort of 
moral instruction along the lines of right 
living and right doing as to which all de- 
corous people are agveed, and that Dr. 
Hillyer’s book might prove generally ec- 
ceptable, both to the public and to the 
members of the board. 

“Something like this was probably in the 
mind of Hon. Hoke Smith, chairman of 
the committee on teachers and textbooks, 
when he invited the attention of the 
Catholic and Hebrew clergy to Dr. Hill- 
yer’s book. I am aware that opposition has 
developed to that book, both outside end 
inside the board. 

“I do not think it likely the board will 
ever consent to the adoption of a tex!book 
which will occasion friction among the 
patrons of the schoo! in matters of con- 
science. , Perhaps tn time and by patient 
collaboration some instruction on the great 
principles that Hie at the root of exalted 
character may be agreed upon. At least, I 
think it is a thing to be desired.” 

What Dr. Knight Thinks. 

Rev. Albion Knight, rector of St. Phillip’s 
church, said on the subject of the admis- 
sion of the Bible into the public schools, 
‘*‘Moral, intellectual and religious training 
should go together. The ethical cannot be 
ignored by an institution intended fur the 
education of the young. 

‘The public school teacher has the pupil 
on an average of about thirty hours a 
week: the Sunday schoo! teacher, an aver- 
age of about ore hour a week. There is 
here a very great and disproportionate dif- 
ference and one that cannot be traduced 
by the one hour on Sunday morning as 
against the thirty hours during the week. 
To bring about the right proportions in ed- 
ucation so as to produce the well-rounded 
man or woman, morals must be taught in 
the publie schools. 

“The community 
schools requires that 
what system of morals and ethics? And 
what textbook must We use? Surely, with 
all the differences, ranging from ultramon- 
tanism to agnosticism there would be a 
greater consensus of opinion upon the book 
we call the Bible. 

“Goethe and Carlyle, Pantheists as they 
were, indorsed it as the high-water mark 
of moral teaching. Matthew Arnold edited

Justices Deny the Reports. 

The justices of the peace who were seen 
yesterday and asked about Judge Lump- 
kin’s charge to the grand jury deny that 
any of the matters mentioned in it are go- 
ing on in their courts.

Mr. Lumpkin has no special 
against the north side mutineers along 
this line, but does think they have no 
right to city water without paying their 
city licenses. His argument {is based on 
the grounds that city water is a privilege 
of municipal government and not obtained 
by a mere moneyed consideration.

MORE BIDS ON TAGS | THEY PLAYED 
| DUKE AND DUCHESS 


Would-be Royal Pair Come To Grief 
\> In London, 


BEAT THE BOARDING SHOPS 


Arrested for Swindling and Lodged in 
Dirty Cells. 


“DUCHESS” A CHICAGO WOMAN 


Couple Sent to Prison for a Week—Ef- 
fort To Procura Bail for the Wo- 
man by an American 


London, September 7.—The duke and 
duchess of Rio Grande were arraigned in 
the Marylebome police court this morning, 
charged with defrauding hotéls and board- 
ing houses. The duke is said to be a 
srazilian nobleman and the duchess, it is 
asserted, is a niece of ex-United States 
Senator Omar D. Conger, of Michigan. 
The prisoners were brought up in the 
midst of a motley assemblage of ragged 
criminats. They had slept in cells at Hol- 
loway and showed the effects of the umn- 
comfortable night they had passed. Nev- 
ertheless, the duke rested his chin jauntily 
on his gloved hand. He is a short, dup- 
per man, with a pompadour cut hair, point- 
el beard and waxed mustache. The duch- 
ess is a handsome woman, about thirty 
years of age, with refined features. Her 
face was swollen with weeping. The 
duchess said her father Kved in a village 
in morthern New York, and she added that 
he was an artist and a member of the 
artists’ board of awards of the Chicago 
exposition, 

A hotel keeper and the landladies of 
two boarding houses confronted the couple 
in court today. Mrs. Elizabeth Stanley, 
one of the landladies, described ier cxpe- 
rience. She said a lady (the female pris- 
oner), With an infamt and nurse, went to 
her house on June 20th at night and en- 
gaged a room, the lady saying that her 
husband was dining at the club. The 
husband, the male prisoner, arrived later, 
explaired he had been yachting amd that 
his baggage was delayed. They staid at 
Mrs. Stanley’s house until August lst, mak- 
ing many excuses when asked for money 
or an explanation as to why their baggage 
was not forthcoming. Fimally Mrs. Stan- 
ley was compelled to have the duke and 
duchess expelled from her house. The 
landlady said she felt sorry for the lady, 
as her husband neglected her shamefully. 
While residing with Mrs. Stanley the duke 
and duchess gave the names cf Monsieur 
and Madame Edgar Serge de Niel. The 
lady said her husband was a duke and a 
count; that he had half a dozen titles, and 
that ‘‘some emperor’ was about to comfer 
another title upon her. This portion of the 
evidence caused the presiding magistrate 
to remark, sarcastically: 

“And that will make seven titles.’’ 

After testimony from other landladies, 
who had failed to be paid, the defense 
Claimed that the prisoners offered security 
in bills, but the magistrate said it was a 
clear case of defrauding hotels and board- 
ing houses, amd he remanded the prisoners 
for a week, offering to release the female 
prisoner on bail, half the amount of 
the fraud charged against the prisoners. 
The latter were eventually returned to 
Hotloway jail in the black maria. 
An American, who refused to give 
name, was present in court today. 
Said: . 

“I will find bail for the woman, but the 
husbeeid may rot in jail. She is well known 
in Chicago and is a woman of the highest 
talents and character. She became fas- 
cinated with the worthless man, her hus- 
band, married him and had perfect faith 
in him. I presume he is a duke. I have 
lived in Brazil and Know that any one can 
get titles there.’’ 

The female prisoner appealed tc the 
United States embassy for protection on 
the ground that she was an American, but 
the embassy officials replied that she had 
forfeited her citizenship by marrying a 
toreigner. The embassy, nowever, will be 
represented at the trial.
